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There’s one new diseovery sinee the last newsletter. Lineoln Printing Company’s board L10Ba is now 
known with an Oberwise label pasted over its publieation information. This is the same label previously 
listed for LleBb.2 — ^red lettering on white paper. This means that L10Ba without the label is now 
L10Ba.l, while the pasted over variety is L10Ba.2. 

The Central States Numismatie Soeiety eonvention in April was one of my best ever shows for 
buying eoin boards. A longtime supply dealer brought along several shopping bags full of boards, of 
whieh I purehased the better pieees ranging from eommon to quite searee. A few of these ended up in my 
own eolleetion beeause of their previously unseen vendor stamps, but the majority will be appearing in 
future sales lists. 

As you ean imagine, it takes me weeks to identify, grade, paekage and label so many boards. This 
would be an ideal time for you to send me your want lists. It’s not neeessary to list items by eatalog 
number, unless you want speeifie varieties. If you are eolleeting by types or editions alone, just let me 
know whieh of these you want. For example, state that you want Whitman Seeond Edition for Buffalo 
Niekels, or Whitman Fourth Edition for Mereury Dimes. Of eourse, you’ll still need my book for this. If 
you don’t already have it, see the last page of this newsletter for ordering instruetions. 

The Central State show was also outstanding for the attendanee I reeeived at my slide program on 
eoin board eolleeting. At least two dozen people stayed throughout the presentation, and three of these 
folks eaeh won a vintage eoin board in my free drawing. The questions asked by audienee members 
revealed a real interest in the subjeet, espeeially eoneeming where one ean find eoin boards. I’ll be giving 
this program again at the ANA Convention in Baltimore at the end of July. 

Internet auetion results have been a bit erratie over the last eouple months. I’ve seen eommon boards 
selling for more than searee ones to people who evidently don’t have my book. This is true even when the 
sellers list them by Lange numbers. It seems that eolorful boards, though they may be eommon, are more 
appealing to the noviee eolleetor than less graphieally pleasing items of greater rarity. Edueated 
eolleetors, of eourse, know the differenee, and they will still have the edge for awhile longer. 

Rare boards remain eonsistently rare, and I’ve not been able to aequire any duplieates of the highly 
sought Gramerey and Earl & Koehler brands. The more obseure Oberwise boards are likewise seldom 
seen. The supply of eommon boards, sueh as eent through dime titles from Whitman’s Seeond, Third and 
Fourth Editions, is still fairly good. Of eourse, I buy these only in higher grades, and I reeommend you do 
the same. As with my last list of boards for sale. I’m ineluding only the better pieees on the new List 104. 
This should not be seen as representative of the surviving population; I have many boards of lesser quality 
that just don’t seem to attraet the interest of serious eolleetors. If you’re ever looking for a bargain-prieed 
board in whieh to plaee eoins, be sure to eontaet me. 

The June issue of COINage Magazine features a niee artiele about my eolleeting of eoin boards, 
folder and albums. Ineluded are several photos of the eoin holder “museum,” as well as some tips about 
whieh items to eherrypiek while they’re still inexpensive. 

That’s what’s new in the world of eoin board eolleeting. Here’s hoping everyone finds something of 
interest in the new list.
